MANY BILLS PASSED 


AS UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


REP.SNELL DECLARES 


W ash ington, Sept. 11 (iP) — 
&ep. Snell of New York, h ouse 
Republican leader, ch arged to­ 
day 
th at 
President Roosevelt 
forced “a mass of unconstitu­ 
tional legislation” th rough th e 
recent session’ of congress with 
th e deliberate objective of build­ 
ing up a campaign issue of 
ch anging th e constitution. 
Th at issue, h e said, th e Repub­ 
licans welcome. 
In an attack on th e New Deal 
wh ich appeared in today ’s final 
Congressional Record, Snell said 
adm inistration officials and oth ­ 
ers close to th e adm inistration 
h ad revealed th at th e “uncon­ 
stitutional” measures would give 
Mr. Roosevelt a ch ance to go to 
th e country and say h e h ad done 
h is best to rectify alleged eco­ 
nomic and social injustices but 
“th at organized wealth , th rough 
th e medium of federal courts, 
h as been able to th w art h is ef­ 
forts.” 
“Dumping a load of unconsti­ 
tutional legislation on th e bench 
of th e 
Supreme 
Court, 
fully 
aware in advance of its inev­ 
itable 
decision,” 
Snell 
said, 
“would give h im th e club with 
wh ich to belabor both th e Su­ 
preme Court and th e United 
States constitution. Th ere can 
be little doubt th at such tactics 
may be politically sh rewd. . . . 
“Our constitution and our in­ 
stitutions are th e fruit of gen­ 
erations of sober th inking and 
seasoned public opinion. But th e 
h istory of oth er nations and oth ­ 
er peoples sh ows th at institu­ 
tions of slow growth . . . can be 
destroy ed overnigh t by inflamed 
passions of th e mob. Mob law 
and mob rule are not th e cre­ 
ation of th ose dupes wh o prac­ 
tice th em, but of th e artful dem­ 
agogue wh o incites th em to riot 
and destruction. 
“T h at President Roosevelt and 
h is advisers intend to make an 
attack upon th e constitution a 
part of th eir campaign nex t y ear 
is perfectly obvious. It does not 
rest upon speculation. Th eir rec­ 
ord clearly indicates it.” 
He named th ese men as being 
among th ose wh o h ad declared 
publicly th e constitution m ust be 
revamped: Rex ford G. Tugwell, 
under-secretary of 
agriculture 
and director of rural resettle­ 
m ent; General Hugh Joh nson, 
former NRA ch ief and now New 
York relief adm inistrator; 
R. 
W alton Moore, assistant secre­ 
tary of state; James Roosevelt, 
son of th e President; Postm aster 
General Farley ; Donald Rich - 
berg, anoth er former recovery 
adm inistrator; Senator O’Mah o- 
ney (D., Wy o.); Secretary Wal­ 
lace and Prof. Ray mond Moley , 
original braintruster. 
Snell asserted it was bey ond 
th e im agination of th ose wh o 
h eard Roosevelt take h is oath to 
“preserve, protect and defend th e 
constitution” th a t “midway of 
h is term h e would commit th e 
unth inkable act of openly flout­ 
ing th a t oath , because h e found 
th e United States constitution 
stood between h im and th e re­ 
alization of h is political fan ta­ 
sies, as embodied in th e New 
Deal.” 
Th e minority leader also scored 
th e ex ecutive’s “h orse and buggy 
day s” comment on th e NRA de­ 
cision, declaring th at “wh en th e 
ch oice between th e United States 
constitution and th e New Deal 
was placed sq uarely before h im 
for a decision, h e dish onored h is 
oath of office and decided in 
favor of th e New Deal.” 
“Th ere is th e issue,” Snell con­ 
cluded. “Th e constitution must 
give way to th e socialistic, un- 
American policies of th e New 
Deal, or th ey must give way to 
it. It is an issue wh ich h as been 
drawn by th e President. It is of 
h is making. 
He h as forced it 
upon th e country . 
“Th e Republican party is pre­ 
pared to meet th a t ch allenge. 
We will welcome a straigh t-out 
figh t to th e finish on th at issue.”

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THE SCENE SHIFTER 


A “ HIDDEN” CAUSE OF ACCIDENTS 
The more traffic ex perts study the accident toll, 
the more they become convinced that there is 
an important “hidden” cause of many automo­ 
bile accidents. This lurking agent of death'and 
injury is carben monox ide poisoning. 
Carbon monox ide gas develops when any fuel 
— coal, wood, gasoline, or illuminating gas — * 
does not burn properly or completely . It cannot 
be seen, smelled or tasted. Its only warnings are 
headache and drowsiness. Yet it is in the air 
wherever there is motor traffic. The ex haust of 
a car, even one in good running condition, con­ 
tains a concentration of fifteen per cent of it. 
As little as two per cent in the air will poison, 
and four per cent will kill. 
Statistics show, according to the National Bu­ 
reau of Casualty and Surety Underwriters, that 
carbon monox ide from auto ex haust gasses is 
the direct cause given in at least 700 deaths an­ 
nually . No one knows nor can guess how many 
lives are lost indirectly through its influence. For 
ex ample, there is no telling how often that com­ 
mon driving occurrence, “sleep at the wheel,” has 
been induced by carbon monox ide. 
All motorists are familiar with the headache 
and lassitude which often come upon them while 
driving. These signs, coupled with the odors of 
ex haust fumes in a moving vehicle, are final 
warnings that carbon monox ide is present in le­ 
thal quantities. They should be more than suf­ 
ficient notice to take the necessary measures 
against carbon monox ide poisoning. This means 
regular checking of the ex haust mechanism and 
the carburetor action, keeping the vehicle well 
ventilated when driving, eliminating any leaks 
or holes which allow seepage from the motor or 
ex haust to the body of the car. 
Householders should also consider that carbon 
monox ide poisoning is a possibility whenever fuel 
is burned in the home. Coal, gas, stove, furnace 
and oil burner companies can give advice on pre­ 
cautions that will afford safety from this invisi­ 
ble death. 


less we have the actual statistics to show that 
such is the case. 
Those who are versed in the matter, say that 
wherever y ou see a muddy stream, y ou are wit­ 
nessing a part of this vast loss. Washing away of 
soil robs the land owner of not only the soil itself, 
but of twenty times as much plant food each 
y ear, which could otherwise be used in growing 
crops. 
Why do we permit the loss? The answer is that 
the American farmer whose ancestors settled on 
rich virgin lands has not y et been brought to 
realize that the reservoir of his wealth is being 
drained. Some of them, the more farseeing, ap­ 
preciate the significance of the muddy stream. 
The government agricultural services have made 
some attem pt to rouse the agricultural interests 
and the people as a whole to a realization of the 
situation. But, so far, what has been done is in­ 
finitesimal when compared with what remains to 
be done. 
The loss probably can never be stopped entire­ 
ly , but it can be reduced to a minimum by educa­ 
tional campaigns which will induce land own­ 
ers to terrace their fields where erosion is rapid, 
to reforest their lands and to plant protective 
crops of alfalfa and other growths which will 
also aid the soil to recoup its losses to nature. 
Europe learned the lesson after the lands of 
the Roman Empire were reduced to sterility . 
There are few muddy streams on that continent 
today . America has that ex ample to go by , if it 
will only apply the lesson in time.
